34) Torenia ranongensis Yamazaki, sp. nov. (Figs. 1, 2) 

Herba. Caulis repens, ad nodos radicans, usque ad 70 cm longus, tetragonus, 
4-striatus, glaber. Folia opposita, subchartacea, interne breviter petiolata, 
superne subsessilia, petiolis usque ad 3 mm longis, laminis oblongo-lanceolatis 
vel lanceolatis, apice acuminatis, basi rotundatis vel subcordatis, 2-5 cm longis, 
0.8-2 cm latis, argute serratis, supra scabridis, subtus ad nodos pubescentibus- 
Flores 2 ad terminales cauliorum siti. Pedicelli 2-2.5 cm longi, tetragoni, 
glabri. Calyx anguste tubuloso-campanulatus, bilabiatus, 16-17 mm longus, 5-6 
mm latus, 5-striatus, sparse pubescens, labio postico oblongo-ovato attenuate 
acuminato ca 10 mm longo saepe 3-lobato, labio antico oblongo-lanceolato atten¬ 
uate acuminato ca 10 mm longo saepe 2-lobato. Corolla violacea, 3 cm longa, 
labio postico late orbiculato ca 10 mm longo 13 mm lato integro vel leviter 
emarginato, labio antico ca 13 mm longo trilobato, lobis orbiculatis ca 8 mm 
longis et latis. Stamina 4, perfecta, filamentis posticis 4 mm longis, anticis 12 
mm longis, appendicibus filiformibus ca 4 mm longis ad supra basin filament! 
affixis. Ovarium oblique cylindricum 6 mm longum 1.5 mm latum, apice scabri- 
dum. Capsula immatura cylindrica, ca 10 mm longa 2 mm lata. 

Hab. Thailand. Southern: Prov. Ranong, Khao Pawta Luang Keow, 700- 
900 m alt. Common weed on 900-1000 m alt. Calyx green with pink apices * 
corolla tube dark violet-blue, lobes lighter blue with darker margin; filaments 
and anthers light violet-blue, style white; stigma lilac (Geesink, Hattink 
& Charoenphol 7438, June 22, 1974, Type in AAU). Distr. Kaper, Khao 
Pawta Luangkaeo, 1200-1300 m alt., shruby ridge (Shimizu et al. 26868, Dec. 10, 
1979, KYO). Prov. Songkhla, Dton Ngah Chang, Amope Haad Yai, evergreen, 
forest, 20-200 m alt. (Congdon 410, April 29, 1979, AAU). 

This species is near to T. concolor Lindl., but differs in having the shorter
